The French, who we thought as good as 
conquer’d, who we hop’d to fee under the 
Feet of the Confederacy, and who fome be- 
gan to triumph over, and whofe Dominions 
they were for fharmg among them 3 who 
were, as it were at our Doors, beggin 
Peace, and GOD knows who tt was, that ‘srl 
refus'd to treat with them, are permitted, for 
our Correétion by a wonderful Dexterity, 
and a Diligence truly admirable, to retrieve 
fo much of their Affairs, as to put a quite 
different Face upon their own Circum- 
ftances, and by Confequence upon ours too. 

If in remarking on this I do not pleafe 
every Body, I fhall be accountable for no~ 
thing but the Jufticeand Truth of the Ob- 


fervations, and { leave the Confequence as 
a thing I am sot al) cohcern’d for, 

T believe, moft People were. in Hopes by 
this time, we fhould bave given the French 
fome fatal Stroke, in fo fenfible a Part as 
fhoutd have broken him ¢o pieces,or-as fhould 
have made him fent Le Charte Blanche toHer 
Majefty, in order to take {ach a Peace, as 
her vi&torious Power fhowld have pleas d to 
grant him. | 

Among thefe, sho’ I comfefs, I mever wens 
their Lengsb, X. was my felf of Opinion, the 
French King would be prefs’d clofe, and be 
oblig’d to ftand upon the Defenfive every 
where, as that he would only try tokeep the 
Sword in his Hand, fo as to procure as 
Terms of Peace to himfeif as he could, and 
madeno Queftion, but-he would have been 
oblig’d to have quitted Spas, as a — 
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Bribe tothe Confederates to have purchafed 
Peace from the reft of the Allies. 

Town, I was never of their Mind, that 
were for giving him no Peace upon any 
Terms, but were for depofing and dethron- 
ing himas a Tyrant over his own People ; 
for fpeaking in the Terms. of the prefent 
War, that isnone of our Bufinefs, we did 
notbegin this War for his oppreffing his 
own Subjeés, but for his invading our Con- 
federates, whom we were oblig’d to affift— If 
indeed his own People were in Arms againft 
him for violating their Laws, Oppreffion, 
Perfecution, @c- and fought our Aid, we 
were to be juftify’d in afiifting them, but 
that is not the Foundation of the prefent 
War. 

I was therefore always of the Mind, that 
a folid Peace was the End of the prefent 
Wars, that whenever it pleas'd GOD tore- 
duce France toa Willingnefs to difgorge her 
ill-gotten Dominions, and givé good Securr 
ty for @ laing Peace to Europe, then was 
the Ml End of the Waranfwer'd ; aod I am 
of the fame Mind Aill, for if we fight not for 
Peace, I know very little of the true Intent 
and Meaning of this War; but of this I 
fhall fay more hereafter, when perhaps T 
may have occafion to examine, what Terms 
might have been had laft Year, and what 
Terms we ought toefteem good Terms, or 
proper to make Peace upon. 

But I come now to flate the true Scheme 
of the War, -and if I can, to give an im-

Hoy neat. wos che. Roma Bnplre te aq 
eniite Ovvertheyw and Diffetution, by the 
Lofs of one genera! Battle at Canna, and 


how to this Day do we reproach the Memo- 
ry of that great General Hannibal, for that 
he did not march dire€tly tothe Gates of 
Rome, which ifhe had, he had put an End to 
theRoman Empire? And how would fuch 
another Shock bave torn it up by the Roots, 
and made them a meer Province of the-Car- 
thaginian Dominion ? 

But France fuffer’d a Turin after a Ramel- 
lies, and a Barcelona in the middle of both; 
fhe has born the Confufions of all thefe, and 
given three vittorious Armies Leave to pufh 
on thofe Advantages tothe utmoft, and to 
rua on, tilloue of, Breath with Conquefts, 
they are fain to take a voluntary Recefs,and 
fitdown with a Satisfaétion of cheir Fill of 
Vidtory. 

Fo recite what the Confederates took 
from France, in Confequence of thefe three 
Vi&ozies, would be ftill to inhance the Sub- 
je&, how his Grace the Duke of M b 
over-run Flanders, and improving the Con- 
fternation of the French, drove shem out of 
Bruffels, Lovain, Malines, Antwerp, Bruges, 
Ghent, Oftend, Oudenard, Aeth, and Menin, 
and all the open Country,in one Campaign. 
And Oh that he had ventur’d to have left 
Part of hls Army to keep the Field there, 


white the Enemy, feparated and amaz’d, had 


no Forces to oppofe him, aud inftead of 
Menin, had pufh’d into Picardy, where, with 
the fame Force,Dunkirk would have crown’d 
his Victory, or he might have extended his 
Terrors even tothe Gates of Pars ; and to 
prevent the Fear of wanting either Provi- 
fions ora Retreat, the Englifb Fleet, who 
had the entire Command of the Sea, had 
been at his Back to fupply — Burthefe are 
Bleflings yet to come, and we hope, may in 
Time be expeéted from Generals {0 fortu- 
nate and fo well experienc’d, as now com- 
mand fur uy. 

From hence let us look into /taly, and af- 
ter che Overthrow of the French Army at 
Turin, and the raiding that Siege, whether 
did the victorious Confederates puth their 
Vidtory, all the conquer’d Towns of Pied-. 
pions, the whole Dutchy of Milsin with all 
jes forvijy'd Places, and at laff a. general re- 
moving of the French out of Jtaly, quitting 
ail their Conquefts, delivering up the rong 
Fortrefles of Mantuz, Cremona, Modena, and 
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press chee poe there, and retiring 
to Cheir own Frentiers, was the Confequen 
of this Viétory. : oe 

Tho” here I muft own, I think the French 
great Gainers by the Treaty; for the Sur- 
render of /tely, and withdrawing their 
Troops, fince they by that means drew 
their Forcestogether, oblig’d the Jermans 
to leffen their Arnties, by the numerous 
Garrifons they are oblig’d to place in the 
Cities they take Poffeffion of, together with 
ine Conliderations too long to be dilcours’d 
of here. 


Whereas, had the Confederate Army, 


immediately upon the Confternation of that 
glorious Defeat, purfu’d the French over the 


Mountains of Dauphine, they bad taken 


them, frighted, unprepar’d ard unfurnifh’d, 
they had had no Time to rally and draw to- 
gether, 25000 Men might have traverled 
Provence and Daxpbine, from the Walls. of 
Thoulon to the Gates of Lyons, they had ex- 
tended their Contributions into the Heart 
of France, and wintering in thofe Provinces, 
had liv’d at Difcretion upon the Expence of 
their Enemies. 

But this has not been thought fit to be at- 
tempted, and now we find,they muft difpute 
every Foot of Ground by the Sword,and glad 
they are in a Condition to do that too. 

Let us come now to Spain, the railing the 
Siege ot Barcelona, the Lofs, Confternation 
and Terror of that Defeat. What a Rua 
did it give to the Affairs of the Confederacy 


there? How did King Charles ta a few 
“Weeks extend himfeif = one fide into Ve. 
lentia, on the other into Arragon, antl with- 
out Oppotition reduce three great Provin- 
ces to his Obedience, Caralognis, Valentia, 
and Arragon 5 take the Capital Cities of 
Valensia and Sarragofa, Alicawt, Tortofa, and 


‘Abundance more ; on the other fide, the E. 


of GaWowzy, with the Pertugs? Army ad- 
vancing into the Heart of Spain, carry'd all 
before him, and takes the Metropolis of 
Spain,Madrid, drives away the French Race, 
and as we hop’d, the Wotk was wholly fi- 
nifhed, and we began to look upon Spain as 
our own. 

And yet afterall this good Succefs, a lit- 
tle bad Condu& difperfing our Forces for 
numerous and remote Conquetts, Delays of 
gathering together, ill.governing the Troops, 
who, by Intemperance and Exceffes ruin’d 
themfelves, Delays in joyning their Strengths. 
and the like: Thefe Vitories were hatdly 
fwifter obtain’d, than they are abandon’: 
again, the Vidtorsretreat, and the vanquifh: 
e pacts the Couquefts are abandon’d, 
and the willing Country left to the Refent- 
ment of the Enemy, who are effectually in- 
ftruéting them to be very cautious, how 
they appear for usagain 3 and at laft the 
French have given us a Blow there 3 of which 
and the further State of thefe things, their 
probable Confequences, prefent Profpeéts, 
and proper Remedies, you may have more 
in our next.

1. Either they had prevail’d in Scotland 
to have difpers’d the Parliament, broke up 
the Treaty, and made an immediate and 
bloody War between the two Kin gdoms,and 
to have gratify’d fome bloody People, who 
long’d to fee their native Country flaming 
with Deftruétion, and the Seat of War in 
our very Bowels- 

2.Or the publick appearance of Facobiti/m 
andFrench Power,would bave open’d theEyes 
of thefe honeft but blinded People, who, 
upon niceties and trifles, magnified without 
Reafon into Mountains of Difficulties, fuf- 
fer’d themfelves to be made ufe of as Tools, 
to oppofe what they would then wifh for, 
and thefe being enlighten’d, would have 
been the univerfal oppofers of all the force 
and fury of their treacherous Friends. 

But either way, the Aceldama muft have 
been at Home} Ruine, Blood, and Deva- 
ftation would have been the Confequence, 
and therefore 1 recommend. it to all true 
Lovers of Britain’s Profperity, to refleét not 
only upon the Advantages of theUnion it felf, 
but upon the the Goodnefs of Providence in 
bringing it co pafs juftin that Year, when 
by the Succeffes abroad,. the Hands ef the 
Enemy were otherwife employ’d, that he 
couldno way concern himfelf in the Matter, 
which it was fo much his Intereft to oppofe.
